nent. They were met at the railroad 
stations by royal carriage* aad 
guards of honor and were escorted to 
the oftVlal residences assigned to

crowds of sightseer* filling th* 
streets. A big throtog took the op- 
wrtunlty of greeting th* king and 
queen on their entry Into the capital 
and •aml-stat* pioc,i»*s to Backing- 
ham palace.
